FOSTER'S ASSERTIONS. 
KAVcts or th* Republican I'nllry I'pon 
th* Treasury. 

Secretary Foster is the present repre- 
sentative of republican finance. Like 
others who have preceded him Mr. 
Foster Is careless as well of his asser- 
tions as of his arguments. He asserts 
"that the act of July, 1890, command: 
me to preserve the parity l>etween gold 
and silver." Possibly the secretary has 
other evidence of this than has been 
made public. He will find no such 
command in the statute, nor will he 
find words that may fairly be so con- 
strued. He will find an empty declara- 
tion that it is the policy of the govern- 
ment to maintain the parity between 
the two metals, but not a word com- 
manding him to do other than to re 
deem "in coin" whatever of the bilb 
issued in purchase of the silver bullion 
then- may l>e presented for such re- 
demption. He asserts that he has 
obeyed a law that does not exist, and 
declares: "I am firmly of the opinion 
that the parity of the two metals can 
be maintained under the present pol- 
icy." It is fair to hold Mr. Foster to 
these words. Let him exumine the 
facts and see whether he can in them 
find warraut for either his opinion or 
his statements. 

As to the effect of the present policy 
Mr. Foster may in time learn what has 
been known to careful thinkers for 
oges, that no logical reasoning can be 
offered for the maintenance of an ar- 
bitrary legal standard to determine tin 
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the act, on which he relies I 
tenance of the parity between the two 
metals the relation between gold and 
silver has widened and that the ruling 
market price of the .silver bullion in 
the possession of the government for 
the redemption of the treasury notes 
lias de cr e ase d more than five million 
dollars. And if the secretary has not 
forgotten the rule of three he may 
amuse himself by figuring out the 
problem: "If the purchase of seventy 
million ounces of silver and holding it 
as bullion lias resulted in the deprecia- 
tion of its value twenty points what 
would be the depreciation resulting 
from the purchase and storage of one 
hundrd and forty million ounces of sil- 
ver?" 

Hut if the set rotary of the treasury 
desires to mak? further examination 
of this subject let him apply to the 
problem in hand the simple rules 
which he understands to govern the 
relativity of all commodities. His 
present contention that the party of 
the two metals would be better sus- 
tained if all nations would unite in 
the use of silver as money on the basis 
of free coinage is but the statement 
that the larger use of the white metal

Everyone who knows the MeKinley 
bill knows that it cannot stand after it 
bus been exposed and its manifold 
frauds and follies made plain to the 
people. Even if the odds against re- 
form were tenfold greater, something 
can be accomplished, everything can 
be accomplished, by keeping the 
truth constantly before the people. No 
plea for silence that the author und 
beneficial i.-s of the bill can make can 
be entertained. There can be no ces- 
sation in the exposure of it until this 
most fraudulent and iniquitous of all 
measures of wrongful toxution for en- 
riching the rich by impoverishing the 
poor Is stricken from the statute books 
and left without the poor pretext of le- 
gality to cover the nakedness of its im- 
famous injustice. 

It cannot long survive exposure. If 
the coming congress searches out the 
trusts and other conspiracies which 
have been formed under it, anil sends 
to the republican senate and president 
anti-conspiracy bills for the removal of 
the taxi-s which protect conspiracy, the 
veto of the republican president will 
only make more certain the repeal of 
the bill as a whole.

If only sufficient fo<xl is glren to 
mainUln life there will be nogain, and 

the food given will 1k> in a great 
measure wasted. It Is with the pain 
secured that the profit Is realized from 
the feed, If only life and heat arc 
maintained the fo,sl given is so much 
ftddad to the cost w ithout a correspond- 
ing gain. Hut by adding a sufficient 
quantity more to maintain a (rood 
growth there is at least an oppor- 
tunity for profit With nearly all 
classes of stock a good growth can be 
maintained aot only with a cheaper ra- 
tio.! but with less food than is required 
when fattening. 

One of the principal objections to, 
winter fattening is the Increased cost 
made necessary in maintaining ani- 
mal heat This can be decreased to 
a considerable extent by providing 
warm, dry shelter: yet even then the 
conditions are such that it costs more 
to fatten stock in winter than at any 
other season. 

When it can lie done all stock Intend- 
ed for market shonl 1 be. rushed now 
and be marketed before severe cold 
weather sets in. Stock to be wintered 
over should have warm, dry quarters, 
to decrease as much as possible

Shelter is cheaper 
than food, and when the margin l>e- 
tween the value of the feed and the 
value of the atoek when ready to mar- 
ket is small every item must be consid- 
ered that will lessen the cost of feeling 
or add to the value of the animal when 
ready to market.
